About sixty years ago Carter 
Rowno, ftdd Elliott OMiitiM vot- 
ed bonds for the constrnrtion of 
the old filizabethtown, Lexing- 
ton A Big Ssndy K. R. which 
was never built. The bondhold- 
era brought suit to enforce a 
sptcial tax levy to pfty off<«t these 
bonds, after Ions litigation the 
counties lost the case. The court 
ordered a tax levied atid the 
counties to pay the dpl)t. This 
they refused to do, and an attach* 
merirt of some goods belonging to 
an Olive Hill merchant was issu- 
ed and the goods removed from 
his 8tor»'to be eold for tax to 
pay off these bonds. The ni^lit 
before the sale was to have been 
made, 1,<XK) or more of the best 
citieens of Ciirter and Elliott 
counties entered the town of Ol- 
ive Hill, seised the goods levied 
ou for the tax and returned them 
to their rightful owner and fired 
volley after voley in the streets 
which was as much to say war, 
but no t«x to pay for ■omething
